- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants requested further explaination of limitations regarding the 
identifiers and issuing notifications via controller & identifiers. 

Examiner explained Brossman teaches a wrapper (controller) that accepts job/device status notifications (step 590) 
and transmits them to the virtual printer (monitoring untility). In this process, it is suggested by the figures (Figs. 2 and 
3) that the notifications go through the same process that print jobs go through, only in reverse - therefore starting in 
device-specific fomriat and being converted to a general fomnat (see wrapper functions in Fig. 3). 
Applicant stated that the key difference in the application and the reference were the specifics of what the identifiers 
were and how they are used to issue the notification. 

Since Brossman does not go into very specific detail in the internal operations of the wrapper or into the issuance of 
notifications, it has been suggested that more specific identifier/notification claim language be introduced to possibly 
overcome the previous rejections.
